12. (u) Begin text of informal enibassy translation of May 7 
Dagens Nyheter interview vith Justice Minister Thcraas 
Bodstrom: 

Q: (Eva Stenberg of Dagens Nyheter) In a few weeks 
Parliaunent ' s Committee on the Constitution will examine the 
case of the two Egyptians that were extradited in Deceihber 
2001. What conclusions have you drawn from the fact that 
American masked agents were permitted to undress, humiliate 
and seize suspects at Bromma Airport and take them to a 
country where they, according to TV4's Kalla Fakta (tv 
program) , were tortured? 

A: (Bodstrom) The Government bears the whole responsibility 
for their es^ulsion. The Security Police has the whole 
responsibility for the operation at Br<»nma Airport. It is 
extremely inportant to say that it is fully permitted for 
Swedish Police to cooperate with foreign police* I have 
myself been critical (of what took place) and reacted to the 
news of what happened at Bromma. But that critique cannot 
be allowed to be confused with cooperation itself. The fight 
against international crime is wholly built on international 
cooperation and information. And we are constantly working 
to increase that cooperation. 

Q: Was your department informed before the extradition? The 
former SAPO (Security Police) Chief has said that you are 
normally informed in such matters. 

A: Through my colleagues in supervisory positions I have 
received information that no one was given prior knowledge. 
I have no reason to question that. But if I, or anyone else. 
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had received infoxmation beforehand it vould not have made 
any difference, we would not have stopped anything. In 
Sweden what authorities do is very regulated, and if I began 
having opinions on such a natter it would be constitutionally 
wrong. So if I had received information beforehand it would 
not have made any difference* What opinions would I have had 
on that? And if Anna Lindh (then Foreign Minister) would 
have had opinions after receiving information, she would have 
cdDmitted an error if she had stopped it. 

Q: Is it reasonable that CIA agents operate on Swedish 
territory without you and your department knowing? 

A: Yes. It would be contpletely impossible for me to keep a 
check on all the cooperation that takes place. There is 
foreign police here all the time. But Swedish Police should 
be responsible for the cooperation. 

Q: You are ultimately responsible for the Security Police. 
Will you hold them to account for what happened at Branmat 
airport? 

A: If I assumed operational responsibility we would have 
direct ministerial governance. The Security Police 
determined that the actions at Brcnmna Airport are not cause 
for con^jlaint. Then I cannot, as I should not play an 
operative role, take action. On the other hand, I have 
reviewed the rules for how es^ulsions are handled. 

Q: Does the Government still hold the opinion that Ahmed 
Agiza and Muhammed Al Zery are terrorists? 

A: From the information that we have received there is no 
doubt that they have had connections to organizations closely 
related to Egyptian Jihad. One of then has in addition had 
connections to a person who is close to Usama bin Ladin. We 
have a significantly lower burden of proof required to expel 
a person than to convict them. We do not need to know that 
someone who is going to be extradited has committed or will 
committed terrorist crimes. If we knew that we would put 
them on trial in Sweden. It has been discussed that one of 
the individuals expelled has not been convicted in Egypt. 
There is nothing strange in that. I would like to see a 
debate concerning what we should do with people that come 
here when we find out that there is a risk that they can 
commit terrorist crimes. From those who criticize us for 

this expulsion, I have not heard one single suggestion. To 
extradite suspected terrorists is absolutely the most 
important tool for Sweden in the fight against terrorism. We 
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see hov ±t works In other countries. The US has Interned 
people without trial for several years. We do not want that 
system. If we cannot expel people, the only possibility we 
have is to make them report to the authorities on a regular 
basis . 

Q: How do you assess the risk that Sweden becomes a haven 

for terrorists? 

A: There is no doubt that we have been a little nave. In 
the 80s and partly in the 90s we did not want to entertain 
the thought that Sweden could be a place where people 
involved in terrorist activity came to. Then came people who 
have now become Swedish citizens. Even if there is no direct 
threat against Sweden there are, according to SAPO between 20 
and 40 people here that in one or another was are connected 
to terrorists. But today it works better. Primarily we are 
working with other countries. 

Q: The American special force that came to pick up the two 
Egyptians at Bromma Airport have, according to the US 
journalist Seymour Hersh, been tasked to pick up people that 
are suspected of association with terrorists and take them to 
countries where they can be tortured and provide information. 

Do you know that the information that Sweden receives has 
not been produced with the aid of torture? 

A: No, one czuinot be 100% certain of that. That is not 
something we get to take part of in the operational work. It 
is clear that there is always a risk. We get information 
every month and there are cases where I feel there is not 
sufficient evidence even to say that there is a risk* It 
could be the case that you have social relations with a 
person that you do not have an idea has connections to 
terrorists. Your neighbor could be one. 

Q: How do you see legal rights/rule of law in the 
international cooperation against terrorism? 

A: It is very event driven, which is bad. We give 
terrorists good incentives to make new attacks when 
democratic governments are ready to break their principles on 
human rights. We saw it after the World Trade Center on 
September 11, we saw it also after Madrid on the 11th of 
March. When I was at a meeting after the 11th of March 
ministers were openly saying "We must be able to give an 
answer to our critical press out there. 8 I am very glad 
that we have a legal rights debate in Sweden. We are 
criticized from both directions. At the same time as I sit 
and answer your questions we are writing an article where we 
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answer criticxsm conoerning that we have done boo little 
concerning terrorism. And so I think we are positioned quite 
well!
